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OLD RESIDENT . 

PASSES AWAY 

In the early hours of Monday 
morning April 2nd death laid 
claim to a pioneer settler of Vul¬ 
can district. A silent sufferer for 
some months, so that when the 
end came it appeared very sud¬ 
den to the community. He was 
known of all, hale, ; hearty and 
distinctly western in his person- 
ity. Or ever there was a Vulcan, 
Mr. Johnston’s house was the 
landmark of direction to the in¬ 
coming homesteaders as they 
crossed the Little Bow, working 
east from Nanton.'^This was in 
1905, and he died almost to a day 
on the twelfth anniversary of his 
arrival here. He came from Car¬ 
man, Manitoba, where he had 
settled in the spring of 1870,hav¬ 
ing spent the previous fall and 
winter at Fort Garry, which is 
now Winnipeg. It was on Nov¬ 
ember 2nd, 1871, that he married 
Elizabeth Kennedy, a Peterboro’ 
lady. Five sons and four daugh¬ 
ters were born to them, all of 
whom came to Vulcan, Alberta, 
and settled here. 

The deceased was a thorough 
Canadian, having been born at 
Frederickton, N. B., on June 20th 
1848, moved to Woodstock, Ont., 
in 1867. When at his majority 
he struck out for himself to the 
Nor-West, stopping at Fort Garry 
In the days of the Reil Rebellion 
he travelled from St. Cloud, Ua 
S. A., to the Fort by ox-cart and 
walking a distance of nearly 500 
miles. He knew what it meant 
to go into the forest, cut logs, 
float them do wn^to the^Fort, and 

He was always interested in 
benevolent and religious work, 
while not active in politics was 
reckoned as a Liberal. His well 
known figure will be sorely miss¬ 
ed, and the sympathy of town 
and country goes out to the wid- 
ov^ and children who mourn the 
oss of a loving father.

Kaiser would triumph over the rest of the world. 
And yet, after almost thrqe years of war hum¬ 
anity stands on the threshold of a greater social¬ 
istic future than the most optimistic dreamers 
had ever thought possible for centuries to come. 
After the war, too, the movement will progress, 
for once the journey is entered upon and man 
becomes aware of his strength and his value, no 
system will be powerful enough to restrain him 
from exercising the full rights which the war 
has gained for him.

'T'HE sole head of a family, or any 
A male over 18 years old, may home¬ 
stead a quarter-section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Saskatch¬ 
ewan or Alberta. Applicant must 
appear in person at the Dominion Lands 
Agency or Sub-Agenoy for the District. 
Entry by proxy may ba made at any 
Dominion Lands Agency (but not Sub- 
Agency), on certain conditians. 

Duties—Six months residenco upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of bis homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acrss, on certain con¬ 
ditions. A habitable bouse is required 
except when residence ie performed in 
the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
93.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in each 
of three years affter earning homestead 
patent; also 50 acres extra cultivation. 
Pre-emption patent may be obtained as 
soon as homestead patent, on certain 
conditions. 

A setUer who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Price 
$3.00 per sere. Duties—Must reside six 
months in each of three yearn, cultivate 
50 acres and erect a house worth 9300. 

The/area of cultivation is subject to 
redqgnop in oase of rough, scrubby or 
stony land. Live stock may be substi¬ 
tuted for cultivation under certain con 
ditions.

Fuel and Water Supply of the West* 
ern Provinces to be Inves¬ 


tigated 


Two tirohleiTTs-of importance to the 
west are engaging the attention of the 
Dominion Council for Scientific and 
Industrial Research. A water suppLU 
and fuel supply are of the greatest 
importance to the prairie and to as¬ 
sist in furnishing these is a part of 
the work of the scientists,who have 
been called by the government to di¬ 
rt ed the development of-our resour¬ 
ces. 

To make the lignite arras <?f thj 
prairie. furnish , a suitable and ade¬ 
quate supply of fuel is now being 
carefully studied. Experts are « se¬ 
lecting the best known system of 
briquetting, and when this has been 
decided upon an experimental plant 
will he installed in cn^j J /the lignite 
fields. Another member of the scien¬ 
tific and industrial research commit¬ 
tee is studying the possibility of ob¬ 
taining an ample water supply for 
sections of the prairie by artesian 
wells. In Southern Alberta there are 
just grounds for the hope that this 
section will in time have an*artesian

FARM LANDS 


A bulletin issued today by the 
Census and Statistics Office re¬ 
ports on the values of farm lands 
and of farm help, as returned by 
crop correspondents at the end 
of January, x, „ • 

For the whole of Canada the 
average value of farm land held 
for agricultural purposes, wheth¬ 
er improved or unimproved, and 
including the value of dwelling 
houses, stables and other farm 
buildings, is., approximately $41 
per acre, as compared with $40 
last year. \ 

The average wages paid for 
farm help during 1916 have 
reached a higher level than in 
any previous year for which re¬ 
turns have been collected. For 
the whole of the Dominion the 
wages per month during the sum¬ 
mer, including board, averaged 
$43.23 for males and $22.46 for 
female help, as compared with 
$37.10 and $20.20 in 1915.

STATISTICS ON 


POTATO CROP 




Canada last year produced 61,- 
229,000 bushels of potatoes from 
449,000 acres. In 1915 the yield 
was 62,605,000 bushels from 479,- 
000 acres, an average per acre of 
136,21 bushels in 1916 and 130,85 
bushels in 1915. Potato exports 
were nearly three times as great 
in value the twelve months end¬ 
ing Dec. 81st, 1916, as in the pre¬ 
ceding year, but these exports 
are expressed in dollars, and po¬ 
tatoes during the greater part of 
last yesr sveraged higher in price 
than in the year before. The In¬ 
dustrial Institute at Rome esti¬ 
mates the potato production of 
Canada, United States, France, 
Great Britain, Italy, Holland and 
Japan at 1,053,209,000 bushels for 
1916, a reduction of 11.4 per cent 
from the five-year average. Ger¬ 
many and Austria are among the 
world’s largest potato producers, 
and are believed to have harvest¬ 
ed a very light potato crop last 
season. 11; is apparent, so far 
as the otheF countries are con¬ 
cerned, that the shortage in hhe 
crop is not sufficient to cause the 
entire advance that has oceured 
in prices. In the United States, 
where the advance is the great¬ 
est, the congestion on the rail¬ 
ways and the lack of transporta¬ 
tion facilities are believed to be 
largely responsible for the great 
increase in the retail price of po¬ 
tatoes, an increase that in some 
cities carried potato prices to as 
high as $5.50 per bushel.
